Creed Haymond’s Defense of 
Central Pacific 


More Developments in the Standard 
Oil Investigation. 


The House Still Wasting Its Time in 
Tedious Filibustering. 


The Democratic House Caucus in Favor of Admit- 
ting Some of the Territories Into the 
Union — The Deadlock—Other 
Washington News. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Fraxcisco, April 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] A Washington special to 
the Examiner says: When the Senate 
Special Committee on the Pacific Railway 
Bill met today Creed Haymond, general 
svlicitor of the Central Pacific Railway, con- 
cluded his argument on behalf of that cor- 
poration. Mr. Haymond said: 

“In the case of the Union and Central Pa- 
cific Companies l have attempted to point 
out the difference in the status of the two 
transcontinental companies growing out of 
the nature of things. ‘The trunk line of the 
Union Pacific road runs through the Platte 
River bottoms, the garden spot of the West. 
To this line the rich ana fertile valley lying 
to the north and south couid be made tribu- 
tary by branch roads, The trunk line of 
the Central Pacifie runs througha country 
whieh cannot yoy a heavy population 
the land of which is not arable and adjacen 
to which are no rich valleys which could be 
made tributary to that road. The grant to 
the Union Pacific was off the garden, that 
to the Central Pacifie off-the desert. The 
aided line of the Union Pacific road is 1048 
miles in length, while the aided line of the 
Central and Western Pacific combined is 
but 860 miles. The Government sustained 
great expense in protecting the construction 
torces of the Union Pacific, but not a dollar 
to that end was expended by the Govert- 
ment ou the Central line.” 


THE TRUSr INQUIRY. 


More Disclosures of the Standard Oil 
Company's Methods. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The House Committee on 
Manufactures resumed the investigation of 
the oil trust today. 

David Kirk of Bradford, Pa., a member of 
the Producers’ Association, said that the as- 
sociation was organized as a protection 
against the Standard Oil Trust. It had 
2000 members. Aftér its formation it was 
found that a great deal of capital would be 
required to build the new system of pipe 
lines, ‘etc. So negotiations were opened 
with the Standard, and an agreement was 
reached by which the Standard was to give 
the association the profits on 5,000,000 barrels 
if the association would agree to cut down 
the production 17,000 barrels i“ day and 
refrain from opening new wells. The first 
act of the association, after this, was to set 
aside the profits of 1,000,000 barrels for the 
labor affected by the shut-down. Then they 
went back to the Starmdard and squeezed 
enother million barrels from it for the same 
purpose. There had been a daily average 
reduction of 25,000 barrels since the contract 
had been in force. The Standard, the wit- 
ness said, laid every possible obstacle in the 
way of com —. 

Representative 3mith asked witness if, 
when the association was formed, they 
thonght they could, by legislative enactment 
in Pennsylvania, compel the Standard Oil 
Coapeny to carry oil to everybody?

Shortly after 
some inquiries were made of me yo 
the purchase of a pistol by a young lady i 
was just passing into the stere as the young 
lady passed eut. It was four or five days or 
a week before the fire that the purchase was 
made. 1 recognize the pistol as similar to 
some [ had for sale at that time. I took no 
notice of the lady whatever. 

Cross-examined: Other gunsmiths carry 
similar weapons. It is an American bull 
dog, and the same make is carried by ail 
guusmiths and pawnshops. It is not un- 
common for ladies to purchase pistols. 
Ladies frequently come into the store to 
make various purchases. 

Col. Weils made a motion that the evi- 
dence of Mr. Adams be struck out as being 
immaterial and irrelevant. The Court over- 
ruled the motion. 

JOHN H. SIMPSON. 
‘testified: I ama merchant tailor on North 
Main street, and am accustomed to cutting 
goods. [Buggy curiain submitted. Col. 
Weils objected to the introduction of the 
evidence, being immaterial and entirely un- 
connected. Objection overruled.} I can teil 
whether the hoie in the cloth was cut out or 
not. It seems to me that the cloth was cut 
vut, because the leather would not tear with 
the cloth. I can’t tell whether it was cut 
witha knife. A portion might have been 
cut with sbears, but the other part must 
~ bave been done with a knife, because the 
edges were cut together. It might have 
oe cut with a large pair of shears such as 
use, 

Objection was made by the defense to 
every answer made by witness on the 
ground of irrelevancy, and were ye 
overruled, exceptions being noted by the 
defense. 

Cross-examined: Taking the whole cut 
together it could be cut with a knife, buat if 
With shears it must have been cut with 
large shears. 

P. M. DARCY, 

the ex-Chief of Police, whose testimony is 
supposed to be the main support of the 
rosecution, testified: Llamiin no particu- 
ar business at pres nt, but atthe time of 
the burning of the Barbey baru was Chief 
of Pulice. 1 knew Hattie Woolstein, hav- 
ing seen her on the streets before the burn- 
ing at Compton. I saw ber, also, three or 
four days after, at my office. sent Afr. 
Brady or Mr. Fletcher to call her at about 
10o’clock in the moming. Vhe clothes 
were brought to my oftice on the Sunday 
following the burning, but 1 don’t remem- 
ber by whom. Parties went to Compton to 
identify the remains on Monday or Tues- 


day, but lcouldn’t answer positively on 
what day Hattie Woolsteen was in my of- 
fice. Isaw Dr. Bird, Mr. Brady and Mr. 
Schim when they returned, and a day or 
two afterward—I think on the 12th—Haitie 
Woolsteen was in my office. 

Objection was made by the defense to the 


‘| introduction of evidence in which any ad- 


missions were made tending to criminats 
thé defendant, as being irrelevant, and that 
it is the duty of the prosecution to take the 
initiative, and move that the admissions 
made were of a voluntary character. 
Numerous passages from cases submitted to 
the Supreme Court were read by GC. C. 
Stephens, from 49th California, page 
69, People against Solo; page 342, People 
against Barrett, and other cases, in order 
> sustain the attitude taken by the de- 
ense. 

The Court stated that In the 50th Cali- 
fornia the Supreme Court had decided no 
proof was necessary, but suggested that 
witness be removed from the witness stand, 
while counsel argued the point. 

Mr. Darcy then left the courtroom, and 
the argument was proceeded with. After 
having been continued for some time, the 
Court ordered a recess until 2 o’clock inthe 
afternoon, toallow time for the consulta- 
tion of authorities. 


Afternoon Session. 

On reassembling in the afternoon, Judge 
McKinstry of the Supreme Court occupied 
a seat on the bench. with Judge Chenye, and 
listened for sume little time to the proceed- 


ings. 

Nothing further was said about the point 

of objection raised in the morning, and P. 
Darcy, the witness, having been re- 
called, resumed his as follows: 
When Hattie Woolsteen was in my office at 
the police headquarters, no one else was 
present. No inducements were held out by 
me, nor were any promises of favor made in 
order to extort admissions from her, relative 
to the disappoarance of Dr. Harlan. In 
order to reach the office of the Chief it is 
necessary to ss through the hall and 
clerk’s office. I cannot say if the clerk was 
in his office on the morning in question. 
She came to my office on the gga of the 
12th, in answer to my invitation. forget 
whether it was Brady or Fletcher whom I 
sent for her. Brady had been sworn in asa 
— officer. I had no special process at 
attime. She remained with me from one 
and one-half hours to two hours, and on that 
morning she made a “confession to me. 
told her she was the last person seen with 
Dr. Harlan, and that she must know what 
happened to him. That I had sent 
for her to hear what she had to 
say, and that if she had not got anything 
to say and knew nothing about the transac. 
tion she might go home. I called Brady in 
and he was present and took down her: 
statement. He came in when 1 asked her 
where she came from. I intended her to 
infer from my remarks that if she was in- 
nocent she could go home. 

The witness here said to counsel: If you 
are going to do the s'vearing for me, go 
along and do it. 

Col. Wells: You will tell the truth, Mr. 
Darcy, let that be clearly understood, 

The Court: Just answer the questions 
that are put te you. 

Witness, continuing: Brady was present 
for about half an hour. Don’t know how I 
indicated that I was through with her. The 
same about 9orl0 o’clock, Brady 
brought Hattie to my office again. I thin 
1 don’t know if she was taken fromm her bed 
or not. Officer Jeffries came along with 
them. I told her she must certainly know 
something about the affair, and I must know 
it, 1 don’t know whether Brady or Fletcher 
told her that she had better tell me every- 
thing. Inevertold Brady that I would 
scare her into telling meeverything. There 
was an officer named Alfred on the force 
then. During that morning |] left her in 
the charge of no one while I was absent. 

The examination of witnesses with re- 
gard to the first conversation was then pro- 
ceeded with hy the District Attorney, 
who continued as follows: When first 
she came in, and after she had denied 
all knowledge of the lan affair, I 
called Brady intothe room. 1 first asked 
her if she knew Dr. Harian, to which she 
answered yes, that both she and her sis‘ter 
had had work done on their teeth by him. 
She told me that her sister was at Dr. 
Whitney’s while she was with Mrs. Bar- 
bey, and that both of them came from 
Peoria, lll, 1 called Brady in, and told 
him to take down the statement as related 
by Hlattie, She said she came from a town 
six miles outside of Peoria; that her father 
gave them each $200, and that they had 
gone to Chicago, thence to St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Denver and so out to Los Angeles. 
She and her sister met Dr. Harlan shortly 
after their arrival in this city, and had pail 
him some $v0, and that after the work was 
done he said he would like to visit them, 
and did so at 514 South Fort street. She re- 
ceived ether callers at the same place. At 
the time she made the statement I showed 
her the box cuntaining the remnants of 
clothing, and she cried. She told me that, 
she had last seen him on Sunday night, and 
had not seen him since. Shesaid that she 
had riddeu with him to Whittier and then 
on to Compton to the Stephens place, where 
they had some fruit. They priced the land 
round about, and reached the city again 
afterdark. Hecalled at the house aguin 
on the evening of his disappearance as she 
and her sister were leaving#the house for 
the theater and spoke about being her es- 
cort. Lam not positive whether I asked 
her then whether she knew Mrs, Barbey or 
not. I fix this conversation as having oc- 
curred on the 12th simply from memory. 
The next conversation was about 9 o’clock, 
and i then used no menaces or threats to in- 
duce her to make a further statement. No 
one was then present, and no inducements 
or promises were made to her. i just told 
her that she must know something about 
the affair, and | would like to know Is all. 

Mr. Stephens then put tke witness 


through aie rigid examination,  dur- 
ing which he _ contradicted himself 
repeatedly. He testified It was 


between 9 and 10 o’clock when she was 
brought to the station. My instructions to 
Brady were to tell Miss Woolsteen that I 
wished tosee her. I do not remember that 
I instructed him to bring her whether she 
wanted tocome or not. I don’t know that 
he brought her from her bed half dressed. 
1 don’t know that Officer Fitch rifled her 
room. I know, however, that @fficer Fitch 
went up and brought some articles of cloth- 
ing and Miss Minnie to the station. I had 
no warrant tor either of the women. Yes, 
under the circumstances I understood that 
I haa the right to send officers to rifle the 
room and bring Miss Minnie, although | 
possessed no search warrant. 1 ordered 
everything in the room to be brought to 
the station. I[dontremember whether the 
trunks or Miss Minnie arrived at the station 
tirst. 1 saw the trunks an hour or an hour 
and a half after they reached the station. 
During that time 1 don’t know what dis- 
position was made of them. Idid not have 
the trunks examined tlLen. Miss Hattie 
knew that they were there before I had 
the conversation with her. Ihad her then 
as a prisoner, but I don’t kaow whether 


she understood it that way ornot. I told 
her when she first ente that she must 
know something more. I cannot posi- 


tively swear whether the time that elapsed 
was an hour or an hourandahalf. The 
trunks were searched a day or two after by 
myself and Officers Fitch and Brady. From 
the time whe. Hattie arrived until the 
trunks were brought 1 was asking her 
questions and talking to her. It is an 
avsolute blank in my mind as to whether 
Minnie or the trunks arrived at the station 
first. The trunks might have been brouzht 
in without my knowing afiything about it. 
The door between the two offices is of glass. 
Counsel: It was about two feet from the 
floor, was it not? You originally followed 
the occupation of a carpenter, didn’t you. 
Witness: No. 
Q.: Did you ever follow an honest ocen- 
pation before you were Chiet of Police? 
To this the witness, whose brain appeared 
muddled, aiso answered 
son 0,’ 

While in the office could you have 
heard them when they brought the 
trunks in? 

A.: Ldon’t remember. I don't remem- 
ber whether Officer Fitch came in and 
asked Hattie where he should put the 


truuks. Ati I know is that I ordered some 
one, either Jeffries or Fitch, to put thei | 
somewhere, I don't consider that my mein- | 
ory is bad. I think remember neariy 
everything that Hattie said tome. Lhada 
ducted my investigation in accordance 
with that theory. 
The District Attorney interposed the suc- 
gestion at this point tnat counsel should re- 
train from injeciipg exclamatory remarks 
of “Ah?!

The District Attorney interposed an ob- 
jection on the plea that the subject had 
been exhausted, but the Court overruled the 
objection, and witness resumed: I never 
gave any such instructions to any officers, 
and did not tell them to intimate to her that 
it would be better to tell the whole busi- 
ness. 1 simply told her that she was last 
seen with Dr. Harlan and must know some- 
thing about tho matter, I have never seen 
the portion of the under jaw, because it was 
wrapped up while in my possession. I 
don’t think 1 told her that people thought 
her the cause of the Doctor’s disappearance. 
L know didn’t tell herso. 

To the Court: The defendant showed 
no making her confession 


after er. I told her that 
I knew she must know something 
of the matter, and that I knew where 


she had got the buggy. I don’t know 
whether her clothing was disordered or not. 
{ think she had a wrapper on. I don’t 
know whether her eyes were red from 
weeping, but I remember when Brady 
brought her in she greeted me. Itis nota 
fact that Brady came in aid told me that he 
had brought Hattie_and that Minnie would 
be in by and by. believe Hattie did ask 
me what she wys brought in for. 1 didn’t 
tell the District Attorney that, because I 
wasn’t asked. I was seated in my office 
when Hattie entered, and said: ‘‘Good 
evening; upon which I motioned her toa 
seat. She then said either, “Why have 
you sent for me?’ or, “Did 
send for me?” but 
whie of those phrases she used. 
I said, “Hattie, I have tound where you got 
the buggy wheu you went riding with Har- 
an, and | want to know a!l about it.” She 
didn’t cry then, and she didn’t appear nerv- 
ous. She appeared sumewhat bashful. I 
told herthat I knew about her bavinga 
buggy because I knew it. I didn’t go to the 
Mayor and tell him because I knew it, but 
1 told her that she might tell me all about it 
if sbe knew. I had no suspicionsof any 
one else. I used no persuasion to get her 
to make a statement, nor did 1 use the skill 
I had for the same end.

_Tothe Court: I instructed the officers to 
see Hattie and tell her to coins down, but I 
don’t think, Your Honor, that I told Brady 
to force her down. After Hattie told me 
something that caused me to think her 
guilty I had her trunks brought.t» me. J] 
don’t think I led her on. In the second con- 
versation, when [ mentioned about te 
buggy, she saw 1 knew something, and be- 
gan her statement. It may be that 1 told 
her that it would be better if she told me 
the truth. Itis not true that 1 told her that 
I knew she had been engaged in the mur- 
der of Marian, and that if she would con- 
fess as to her accomplice I would let her go. 
Nor is it true that she remained quiet 
in her chair cryin until Minnie 
arrived, and that when Minnle said, 
“For God’s sake, Hattie, you are in- 
nocent; tell the Chief the whole story.

When Minnie cameinI[ think I took her 
into the presence of her sister. I don’t 
think she was brought into my presence at 
once when she was brought into the statéon. 
i know this to be afact. Jeffries or Fitch 
came to the coor of the office and said Miss 
Minnie was there, and I said: 
bit,” and Hattie and 1 conciuded the con- 
versation. Consequently, | don’t know of 
my own knowledge when Minnie was 
brought in.. I may have asked her some 
questions, but she volunteered her state- 
ment. Well, no, [ didn’t question her after 
the first. I think it was about an hour and 
a half that we were conversipg. Occasiona- 
ally I would ask a question as to her motive 
for dving so and so. She repeated to me 
the story voluntarily twice. When she 
commenced to talk Lealled brady to take it 
down, 80 tnat [could have the proof beyond 
the bounds*‘of successful contradiction. 
When she came out with the confession [ 
was—well, surprised. Yes, 1 was aston- 
ished and overwhelmed by it. 1 am certain 
that she did not repeat the s‘ory twice to 
me the same night; she at that time told it 
to me once, and it took an hour and a half 
in telling it. I did ask her about the cut in 
the buggy curtain. Whenever points were 
arrived at 1 asked her a question, but I 
don’t consider those questions. 

Q.: What do you consider a question, 
Mr. Darcy? 

A.: 1 consider the parts of ber story. I 
was trying to find what her motives were. 

Q =: What is the difference in your mind 
between a motive and a fact? 

A.: Idun’t know aay difference in this 
case. Lconsiderthe statement made that 
night as more important than the one given 
in the morning. 

At this poirit the Court intimated that 
the ground seemed to have been pretty 
well worded over. The witness smirked 


_joyousiy, and rubbed his hands at the 


thuught of escaping from the uncomfortable 

sition he was occupying. The Court, 

owever, made no ruling, and the examina- 
tion was resuined, I didn’t call any one in 
the evening because she talked so quickly 
and volunteered so readily that I knew she 
would teil it again to every one. I may 
may know Mr. Stephens of the Tribune, 
but I don’t remember talking with re- 
porter on the third day of Hattie’s imprison- 
ment, or telling him that she had made no 
confession. 1 may have said such a thing, 


however. 
Mr. Stephens: You lied to him, then? 
Yes, sir, I did. 1 kept the whole thing 


away from the press. My instructions to 
Jetfries and Fitch, when 1 went home, were 
not to draw froin the giris the story and 
colroborate the one told tome. I did leave 
the two girls in the room with the two 
officers. 1 had no reason to believe Minnie 
was guilty so far, and [I had no order for 
her arrest, but 1 totd her she could remain 
with her sister. Ll ordered Hattie tp be de- 
tained, but if 1 gave the same instructions 
with regard to Minnie, I do not remember. 
I didn’t tell Jeffries to try and get Minule 
to persuade Hattie to confess to the facts, 
and that if she didn’t, I would hold her 
there till doomsday. I cannot remember 
the day of the. week, but it 
was a day after Sunday. I 
know whether it was Monday or 
some other day.

Last week Tue Times drew atten- 
tion to the rapid and alarming in¢rease 
in the number of saloons in the city. 
We again bring this subject to the 
front, and ask why 80 many licenses 
are being granted to grogshops—fre- 
quently within a few yards of each 
other? As we then remembered, there 
are no less than thirteen saloons on 
First street, between Main and Ala- 
meda, a distance of three blocks. Two 


| were opened last month in one build- 


ing. 

This apparently promiscuous grant- 
ing of licenses to saloons is a step in 
an entirely wrong direction. We want 
to go the other way. Los Angeles al- 
ready has more than enqugh saloons. 
We believe it would be a good thing to 
raise the license to at least double the 
present rate. Such a move would be 
supported by respectable citizens, and 
would be not unsatisfactory to rep- 
utable liquor dealers, while it would 
have the’effect of closing up the lower 
class of groggeries, where most of the 
mischief attendant upon the liquor 
traffic originates. It might even be 
wellto go farther than this, but, in 
any case, we don’t want to go back- 
ward and grant licerses to several sa- 
loons in every block. 

It has been suggested that the 
fine Italian hand of Mr. Buckley may 
be traced in this sudden cropping up 
of new saloons all over the city. It is 
said that the blind boss boasts that his 
organization of the Democracy in IL os 
Angeles is as perfect as is his machine 
in San Francisco. However this may 
be, it is time to call a balt, and we ask 
the consideration of the Police Com- 
missioners to the subject.

A Starving Pair Knd Their Troubles 
with Poison. | 

New York, April 7.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.} Hans Stackried and his wife, 
Fannie, a handsome woman of 21 years, 
took a dose of poison early this morning, 
and died within an hour of each other, 
after being removed to St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital, ‘he husband was a Polish Jew. Ue 
had been out of work for some time, and 
his wife was compelled to pawn almost 
everything she had of any value. Finally 
the father and mother and 5-months-old 
baby boy had to live on crusts of bread 
picked from street refuse barrels. The 
couple lived in one room only. 

About midnight Mrs. Derring heard an 
unusual noise in Stackried’s room. She 
went out into the hallway and there saw 
Stackried, who looked as though he was 1n- 
toxicated. His face was ghastly pale. His 
eyes glared, and large beads of perspiration 
stood out on his face. Fearing the man 
might attack her, Mrs, Derring rushed back 
into her room and slammed the door. 

At 2 o’clock Stackried kicked at the door, 
and upon Mrs. Derring opemins it, he sald, 
as his face was black and blue, “We have 
taken poison, my wife and L” Then 
he.suddenly fell to the floor. Entering the 
Stackried room, Mrs. Derring found his 
wife lying on the sofa, as if dead, wit. her 
babe clasped to her breast. In a moment 
or so.she opened her eyes and said faintly: 
“Go for the police, we are dying.” An 
ambulance was summoned, and both were 
removed to the hospital. The husband died 
at 5 o’clock, and his wife an hour later. 
The babe was at once transferred to the 
care of Matron Webb, at police headquarters.

HAS HESKIPPED? 


&A WARRANT CUT FON THE 
AKRES®Y Or J. FULLER. - 


He Is Accused ot Having Embezzled 
Money That Should Have Been 
Turned Over to His Men—Charges 
Against a Prominent Contractor. 


The example set in this city by one or 
two of the more prominent confidence 
operators has inspired a large number of 
initiators to try their hand at fleecing their 
fellow-man. The crop of embezzlers has 
been large in this city, andis being con- 
Stantly sweiled by the addition of new 
recruits, who voluntarily enlist themselves 
in the ranks of the crooks, frands and dead- 
beats, who prey upon the community. 
“They toil not; neither do they spin,” but 
névertheless they live right royally on the 
fat of the land, and are mode!s of pros- 
perity—until found out. Yesterday, J. 
Fuller, who-has been well known iu Los 
Angeles and Pasadena as a contractor, made 
a bold break along the road that has its 
termination at San Quentin. Recently he 
has had’ several cuntracts on band that are 
said to have netted quite a considerable 
sum, and he was naturally very happy in 
consequence. Tho iast week or so he has 
only had 10 or 12 men working for bim, 
completing work in hand, but it was ex- 
pected that his staff ot) workmen would be 
vereesed this coming woek, when it was 
understood a heavy contract was tobe taken 
in hand. 

Yesterday moruing Mr. Fuller ran short 
of money wherewith to pay his men, or 
rather he represested to E. Reuert, a brother 
contract r, that he was short, and on the 
strength of his representations Mr. Reuert 
let him have £350 to tide matters over until 
Monday or Tuesday, when money would be 
forthcoming. When the hour arrived yeo- 
terday for the men to get their pay they 
awaited the-arrivail of their “boss” with 
eiuvty dinner-baskets on arm, all ready to 
make a straight break for home as soon as 
they received their wages. They might 
have been waiting yet had it not been 
speedily learned that Fuller had been seen 
boarding a train, and had skipped out. In- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the report 
was too true, apd very disconsolately the 
workmen were obliged to face their wives 
and families without the wherewithal to 
provide the necessaries for the coming 
week. 

As soon as the news of Fuller's mean 
trick reached the eara of Reuert, he did not 
stand on any ceremony, but at once weat 
and preferred a charge of embezz'ement 
against Fuller, and swore out a warrant for 
his arrest. 

As a contractor in Pasadena and Los An- 
geles, Fuiler has been well known, and it Is 
asserted that when he jumped the. town he 
borrowed the #350 simply to swell his little 
pile before leaving for pastures new. 

His friends claim that he was cailed out 
of town on business, and will return and 
straighten things out when the proper time 
comes.

hey believed in a supreme being who 
chastised vice and recompensed virtue, 
particularly valor. 

The Gouanches obtained fire by rub- 
bing a hard p of wood against a 
soft piece. h cultivated wheat, 
and, above all, barley. ‘They con- 
sumed a great quantity of figs and 
dates, which are only a little carneous, 
and peculiar to the Canaries. The 
vine to them wasunknown. Although 
warriors, and often engaged in civil 
war, their arms were of the most rudi- 
mentary kind. The stone axes were 
exceptional. They did not even know 
the use of the sling. They hurled 
stones by the force of the arm, and thig 
method of attack was sometimes terri- 
ble. The defensive arm was the stick, 
which was redoubtable in their hands. 
Their breasts were protected by 
cuirasses of wood. It was with these 
elementary means that they for a long 
time resisted their Spanish conquerors, 
and accomplished celebrated exploits. 

Contrary, however, to that which the 
chroniclers assert—to testify, without 
doubt, the cruelties of the Spaniards— 
they had no idols. Their religion was 
very advanced. They had, notably in 
the Grand Canarie, convents of men 
who lived on public charity, and con- 
vents of women rigorously cloistered, 
for whom the sight only of a man was 
asin. The morals of the Gouanches 
were severe. The man who miscon- 
ducted himself was punished. In the 
case of a woman, she was condemned 
to death. Another feature of their 
customs was, that the men and women 
were not permitted to take the same 
road, but bad their separate paths. 
They knew not how to write, but had, 
nevertheless, public schools, where the 
traditions and national songs were 
taught. Their language was lost after 
the conquest. They now speak only 
the Spanish.

Gold in the Mountains of Lower Cali- 
rnia. — 
[San Diego Union.] 

C. S. Brown, the well-known hotel 
proprietor of San Quintin, came up to 
San Diego yesterday, bringing with 
him some astonishing reports regarding 
the wonderful mineral resources of the 
San Quintin country. He recently vis- 
ited some old mines about 60 miles 
from San Quintin, and was surprised 
to find a large number of Mexicans at 
work, and every one of them in pos 
session of more or less gold which tae 
had dug out of the mountains wit 
worn-out picks and other crude imple- 
ments. Mr. brown has been buying a 
considerable quantity of gold at San 
Quintin, and has established quite a 
market for the Mexican miners, whe 
briug in the precious metalin small 
quantities, a few ounces at a time. 
The poor facilities for weighing in- 
terfered seriously with Mr. Brown’s 
trude, as he was obliged to make use 
of the scales with which he deals out 
provisions, and was compelled to use 
gold coins for weights. He will take 
back with him some jewelers’ scales 
and weights and continue the traf- 
fic. The amount of gold which comes 
in, he says, is remarkable. In twe 
days before he came away 113 ounces 
were brought to him which he could 
not buy because he had not a sufficient 
number of Mexican dollars which the 
natives require in payment for the 
metal. The tine quality of the gold is 
best shown by the price obtained for it, 
Mr. Brown stating that it brought over 
$19 per ounce in San Francisco. Much 
of it was bought from the natives at 
$11.50 per ounce, but now they are ask- 

here appears to be almost no limit 
tothe quantity, and every Mexican 
man, woman and child who uents 
the mines has someof it. Most of them 
carry about in their pockets a nymber 
of rifle cartridge cases filled with the 
gold, and it as they need the 
money. 
The excitement at San Quintin is in« 
tense, and two-thirds of the little camp 
there has gone off into thé mountains 
after gold. Every burro has been 
loaded up with provisions and taken 
out tothe mine. One of those useful 
little animals could now be sold readily 
for $100 or more at San Quintin. Mr. 
Brown declares that he is not a miner 
and don’t know a placer from a brick- 
yard, but he knows that there is gold 
in immense quantities and rich in qual- 
ity in the mountains about San Quin 
tin. Heis now taking steps to secure 
some claims in the mineral field, and 
is so certain of the resuits that he will 
relinquish all other business to devote 
his energies to mining in Lower Cali- 
fornia. 
Mr. Sutherland, a. mining expert, 
who was recently sent from Colorado 
into Lower California to look for gold 
by Mr. Warner, of patent medicine . 
fame, is in the city, and reports the re- 
sult of his trip so encouraging that he 
will return and engage in gold minin 
there very soon. His description o 
the gold country is much the same as 
that of Mr. Brown. He says the min- 
eval is certainly there, for every ~~. 
can has some of it. During his visit he 
saw 21 ounces of free gold taken from 
one small pocket in less than an hour. 
The mineral is nearly all free gold, very 
little sulphur being present.

A THOUGHTFUL TALK ABOUT 
HOME MANNERS. 


The Smooth-tongued Individual to 
Be Avoided—The Hypocrisy of 
Two Sets of Manners—Parental 
Influence. 


Among the evils of society which re- 
pel us is affectation. Fine manners 
put on for occasion can never be grace- 
fully worn. Their faisity is speedily de- 


tected. 


But who does not love to meet with 
the gracious gentleman and gentle- 
woman, whose manners are but the 
outer expression of a genial and re- 
fined nature? Fine manners we ad- 
mire if they are the honest expression 
of the inner life, but affectation repels, 


and we abhor it. 

There are natures upon which all 
efforts at refinement make no im- 
ression; natures in which there is an 
nate ncoarseness, which admit of no 
embellishment; natures which do not 
readily respond to tenderness, to 
beauty, either in the natural or intel- 
lectual world. These cannot be re- 
fined. Uncouthness of expression will 
attend their speech. 

The trouble in society is that there 
are many who are desirous of passing 
fer well-bred people who do not culti- 
vate the essenti to this at home. 
They are careless of their manners 
there. They are not considerate of the 
feelings or the rights of the different 
members of the home circle. The hus- 


band will very graciously assist an- 


other lady to adjust her heavy wraps, 
or place a chair for her if she be stand- 
ing, or hasten to pick up her handker- 
chief if she let it fall, but these little 
attentions he never thinks‘of paying 
his wife,and why? use the true 
elements that make up the réal gentle- 
man are not innate in his character. 
His good manners are assumed for the 
occasion. The wifs in a crowded re- 
ception-room may have her rich train 
rent by a careless foot, but if the foot 
belongs to a gentleman who is a com- 
parative stranger, the stranger apolo- 
— and she, all 

im the mishap _ is 
uence. But if it be her 
husband’s foot that has wrought the 
damage the smile is forgotten, and the 
apology, if made, is not as readily ac- 
cepted. With such parental character 
in a home the children have no practi- 
cal illustration of good manners, and 
therefore do not readily acquire them. 
They grow up and go out into society 
where they quickly learn the value o 
a yey exterior, but they find it diffi- 
cnlt to assume it. Little courtesies 
which mark the true tleman and 
lady are often forgotten. They have 
two sets of manners—one for the home 
circle and one for society. 

There is a good deal of hypocrisy in 
such a life, and if the politeness be not 
—" you sometimes discern its 

alsity ve its very excess of 
smoothness. I am alwaysafraid of the 
man who is oily-tongu and full of 
flattery. He is generally lacking in 
honest sincerity, and would not hesi- 
tate to rob you, if by so doing he could 
gain any selfish end. 

But children who are trained at home 
to neglect none of the little courtesies 
of life, to be polite and attentive to one 
another, to be thoughtful of mother’s 
needs and of father’s uirements; 
who see between their father and 
mother the most polite consideration, 
and wituess the thoughtful attention 
shown each to the other, such children 
will be apt to know no other law but 
that of gentle courtesy, and will grow 
up ladies and gentlemen, without af- 
fectation and without disguise.

An American Palace of Delight. 
“An American Palace of Delight’ 
is the name given by Joel Benton in 


tions, will be utilized for lectures given 
by eminent men, for musical entertain- 
ments and for amateur exhibitions, 
which the working-girls will take p!eas- 
ure in providing for themselves. The 
question of occupation for leisure 
hours, which is often answered by 
working-women in cities by promenad- 
ing the streets in the evening and bv 
patronizing cheap entertainments, will 
find a beneficial solution in this new 
pleasure-house of whvlesome recrea- 
tion. A unique feature of the arrange- 
ment of the building is a room filled 
with sewing machines for the private 
sewing and mending of the girls’ 
clothes. Here a-girl will have an op- 
portunity to make her dress tidy and 
respectable, to sew on braids, to darn 
rents and even to make anew dress. It 
may be found that an instructor in sew- 
ing will be needed, and a class in 
dressmaking may be the result. 
The savings bank is a_ wise 
thought of the founders, and the 
girls will be encouraged to make de- 
posits by a remarkably generons offer 
on part of the employers, who have 
pas themselves to add a gratuitous 
alf dollar in each *‘case where as 
much as $2amonthis put in the bank 
by a girl.”’ A very important part of 
the iustitute is neither educational nor 
formed for purposes of recreation, 
though it aids th education and 
pleasure. In a large dining-hall tables 
and a lunch counter make a neatly- 
kept: refectory, where coffee, tea and 
chocolate, sandwiches, cake and other 
luncheon dishes will be served at the 
actual cost of the materials. The 
lunch-basket, that usual resource of 
girls who work in factories, is happily 
exchanged for a pleasant dining-room, 
where conversation may be carried on 
and where a hot meal may be obtained. 
The building contains no dormitories. 
Its aim is distinctively social and edu- 
caiional, and is different from the 
Young Women’s Christian Associations 
and other homes for working-girls. 
From the description of a visitor, 
the “Palace of Delight’ certainly 
seems a form of benevolence which is 
much needed in all places where girls 
are employed by the hundreds and 
thousands. It is the realization of the 
ideal of the “girls’ social clubs,”’ 
which are being in all 
arts of the country. o one is .able 
benefit working girls so much as 
their we, but Americans have 
been much less thoughtful in this re- 
spect than the French, or even the 
nglish, who often care for their work- 
ing people through homes, savings 
banks and lyceums. Some large estab- 
lishments in this city provide a lunch- 
room for their employés, where hot 
coffee is served and tables are arranged 
for the basket lunch, but there is no in- 
stitution planned chiefly for the social 
recreation and benetit of working 
women. VPhiladelphia has a New Cen- 
tury Guild, New York has a remarka- 
ble system of working-girls’ so- 
cieties, in which many branches 
are caring for the social and 
educational needs of thousands 
of laboring women. One or two small 
clubs of the kind in Boston, lately or- 
ganized, are a hopeful beginning to a 
useful work, and are to be commended, 
although a sectarian character inter- 
feres with the broadeat results in sev- 
eral instances. A building or ‘‘an in- 
stitute’? tor working women would be 
a useful gift, if well managed, Sucha 
form of benevolence is twice blessed, 
because the working girls are given 
happier lives and their employers re- 
ceive greater value from contented, in- 
telligent service than could possibly be 
obtained from degraded labor. The 
especial need is a building centrally 
located, in which reception-rooms may 
present a chance for rest and conversa- 
tion, classrooms may be used for even- 
ing schools and a lunchroom provided 
for refreshments. It would be, in fact, 
a working woman’s clubhouse, with 
the highest aims and the most bene- 
ficial plans.

OUR BUYS AND GIRLS. 


A CHARMING LETTER FOR OUR 


YOUNG FOLKS. 


Life in the Highlands of Scotland— 
The Lowly Homes Upon the Kocks 
—The Cattle-buyers—A Nice Bud- 
get of Letters. 


I have received a letter for our col- 
umn, which [am quite confident that 
all of our boys aud girls will pronounce 
very interesting, as it tells them so 
much of life in another land across 
the sea. Llere it is: 

Los ANGELES, — 8, 1888. 

* Wy Dear Children: I glance at THE 
TIMEs every day, but I read every Sun- 
day with great pleasure the Boys’ and 
Girls’ column, and the letters from the 
children. ‘We al) of us at our house 
watch for the carrier boy on Sunday 
mornings as he comes careering over 
the hill on horseback, and the first 


thing we turn to in the paper is the } 


young people’s page. 

‘I am quite sure .if the children to 
whose homes TngE TiMES comes knew 
the amount of interest and amusement 
their letters afford a great many people, 
more than they have any idea of, there 
would be at least a dozen weekly. 

**Now, children, I have been think- 
ing of writing you a letter for some 
time past, and one thought that comes 
into my mind nearly every day is that 
the most of American children, espe- 
cially in California, have no idea how 
well off te are; how comfortable the 
most of their homes, and what a good 
time they have generally, compared 
with the children of other countries. I 
am quite certain there is no land under 
the sunj where so much attention is 
given to the amusement and comfort 
of childrén as in America. 

‘**For instance, I don’t believe one of 
you would liketo change places fora 
single weck with some children I once 
met away up in the extreme north of 
Scotland. he country over there, you 
know, is mostly owned by large. pro- 
prietors, much like the owners of great 
ranches in this country; but the trouble 
is that there is no land left for farms or 
lots for poorer people, and the conse- 
quence is that these rich men rent it 
out in farms of different sizes, some- 
times at very high rates, too. 

Well, away up in the north of that 
country there are what are called deer 
forests, where there are hundreds upon 
hundreds of deer, which gentlemen 
from England and, I am sorry to say, 
gentiemen from America, too, come 
every autumn to amuse themselves 
shooting and chasing through the 
woods and overthe mountains. The 
wealthy owners have taken it into their 
heads in some cases that they would 
rather have their land left untilled for 
the deer to roam over and the wild 
birds to live on. and so many farmers 
have been turned out and their houses 
pulled down, and one farm after an- 
other planted wiih trees simply for the 
selfish amusement of these rich peopie. 

‘The poor farmers with their fami- 
lies have to go somewhere, and 80 they 
often build ttle cabins for homes upon 
the rocks along the seashore, and cul- 
tivate what little ——- of ground 
they can get aroundthem. They have, 

erbaps, a few cows of a smal!, rough- 

rs breed, anda few sheep, and 
they grow some potatoes and some 
oats, but, of course, they are very poor, 
and their lives are full of hardships. 

‘Once or twice, when I lived in Scot- 
land, I went to pay visits to the far 
north, and was taken to see alittle col- 
ony of these people who had been 
turned out of their homes, years be- 
fore. in the mountain glens and straths. 

“You know, children, the winters 
are often very severe fin that country. 
The snow will sometimes lie on the 
ground for months at a time, and to 
carry the cattle through the cold 
weather alive they have to keep them 
as Wurm as possible. 

“The place where they keep cattle in 
Scotland is called a ‘byre. A ‘barn’ 
in that country is simply the shed 
where grain is threshed out and stored. 
Where horses are kept is called a ‘sta- 
ble.’ Well, where do you suppose 
these people all kept theircattle?y Ina 
shed joined onto their kitchen. To get 
intomost of the,houses you had to go 
through the ‘byre.’ Their houses 
were built of stone and thatcbed with 
heather. Low-roofed little’ buildings 
of only one or two rooms. And when 
we got in, guess where the fire was. 
Right in the middle of the floor, upon 
some: slabs of stone. Of course the 
floor wasn’t of wood—just the earth. 
The chimney was only a hole in the 
roof; you could look up and see the 
sky through it. From the rafters—as 
black as ebony with smoke—a cbhuin 
hung down, and upon a hook at the 
end of it they hung pots. Compare 
that with the gasoline stoves of Amer- 
ica! When they built a fire the smoke 
got ont partly by the door and parily 
by the chimney. They burn woaat is 
called peat—something like a grassy 
sod—cut about the size of a brick, and 
then dried in the sun. These they heap 
upon the fire, aud a very nice,warm fuel 
it makes. 

‘These Highland people, as they are 
called, are very kind and hospitable, 
indeed, and as we sat by the kitchen 
fire wecould look through the door 
and see the cattle ih the ‘byre’ tying 
among straw, chewing, chewing, and 
looking at us with’ those great soft 
eyes, just as if they knew we were 
strangers. 

“The children in such villages as 
these have to walk, perhaps, four or 
tive miles to school. ut go to school 
they do, sometimes through very 
stormy weather. They often become 
well educated, and go abroad when 
they grow up, particularly the boys. 
You will find just such boys in Amer- 
ica. I would not be much, surprised if 
one or twoof them were in Los Ange- 
les; some in Australia, and India, and 
China. Many of them are sailors and 
farmers, and some of them merchants. 

**Many of the houses we visited were 
quite near the edge of the cliffs, and we 
could stand on top and look down, I 
suppose, more than a hundred feet. to 
the sea below, The last housein the 
village stood nearest to the rocks of all, 
and we were told that when their 
children were young they had to tie a 
string to them when they let them out 
of doors to play, for fear of their fall- 
ing ever. Just fancy if, when you 
got outside, you were tethered like a 
cow or a goat. You can guess how lit- 
tle money there is among such es 
le to spend on toys or books for their 
children. But they make hardy, in- 
dustrious men and women. 

‘**Now, childrea, I must draw my let- 
ter to a close, for I am afraid it is too 
long already; but, 1 am sure, there is 
scarcely a child who sees the Boys’ and 
Girls’ column in THE ‘lIMgEs but will 
think life is much nicer in this sunny 
land than that of the children [I have 
been telling them of iv the Highlands 
of Scotland. CINDERELLA.” 

Life 1s indeed much pleasanter vere, 
isn’t it? Lexpect those poor children 
never dream that there is a fairer land 
than their own. I know the little 
native children of the Pribyloy Islands, 
where [once spenta year, and where 
there ure but 12 bright, cloudless days 
on the average in the whole year, 
thought their island home the most de- 


sirable on the globe. And yet it wasa 


dreary, treeless winter world of ice 
and snow, with long, long winter 
days, and summers almost without a 
night.

Speaking about the Mardi-Gras, I 
remember the grand carnival which I 
witnessed in Washington a good many 
years ago.

Bamboo for Fencing. 
(Perris Valley Leader.) . 
E. J. Rawson has ordered a quantity 
of Japanese bamboo seed, and will use 
the product as a substitute for lath in 
constructing rabbit-proof fence. This 
bamboo attains a height of 10 feet or 
more in asingle season. Its durability 
is said to be about double that of lum- 
ber, and its cost is almost nothing. In 
the northern part of the State, bamboo 
fences, after five years’ use, show no 
signs of decay. In India the ceilings 
and partitions of houses are construct- 
ed entirely of bamboo, and appear to 
be almost as enduring as time itself. 
Another good feature is that rabbits 
and otber pests cannot gnaw through 
the hard, glassy outer surface of the 
stalk. The manner of construction is 
the same as with lath fence, the bam- 
boo stalks being cut into three or four- 
foot lengths and interwoven with wire.

TRAE STOMACH. 


A Popular Lecture Given at the 
Cooper Medical College. 
{San Francisco Call.) 

An interesting address, treating the 
subject of ‘The Stomach”’ from a pop- 
ular standpoint, was delivered at 
Cooper’s Medical College, Friday even- 
ing, by Dr. C. N. Ellinwood, M.D., the 
lecture being one of the series of Lane 
lectures in the sixth course. The col- 
lege lecture-room was crowded to the 
very doors. The speaker ascribed th 
discovery of the existence an 
functions of the gastric juice to 
Rebmur, who, about 120 years ago 
made a study of the stomachs 0 
birds of prey, and thus was led to make 
his discoveries. His researches were 
followed up by Edwin Stevens of Edin- 
burgh, who experimented upon the hu- 
man stomach—that of a juggler. Their 
researches were important, because 
demonstrative of the fallacy of the an- 
cient theory that digestion was super- 
induced by heat, putrefaction and kin- 
dred causes. But the greatest of dis- 
coverers in this line was a Dr. Beau- 
mont, an American, whose complete 
researches and investigations are only 
about 60 years old. They came about 
in this way: Alexis St. Martin, a 
young French Canadian in the em- 
ploy of the American Fur Company, 
was accidentally wounded in the left 
side—an accident which was destined 
to be memorable in history on’ account 
ot its important results to the world in 
the field of knowledge. 

The wound had taken away a por- 
tion of the wall of the stomach. It 
healed, but left an open and movabie 
valve by means of which the stomach 
could be examiuaed at will and through 
which food and other things could be 
removed from or introduced into the 
stomach. 

The present knowledge of the opera- 
tions of the stomach and the functions 
of the gastric juice is due ina great. 
meagure, said D:. Ellinwood, to the. 
fortuitous circumstances of this acci- 
dent and the intelligent observations 
of Dr. Beaumont. 

The lecturer then described the aver- 
age healthy stomach as a muscular sac, 
lined with a mucous surface, the whole 
resembling the windbag of a Scottish 
bagpipe. It is from 13 to 15 inches 
long, and its walls are of the thickness 
of about three sheets of blotting-paper. 
In a transverse direction it is about five 
inches and its normal capacity is about 
five pints. Experience or education 
has incurred in the stomach the habit 
of distension, an important function of 
which the old nomades have availed 
themselves. But in our present felici- 
tous condition, when three meals are 
taken daily and easi'y obtained, there 
is no need for such an education of the 
stomach, and five pints are even sufli- 
cient capacity for any Thanksgiving 
dinner. 

The wonderful activity of the stom- 
ach in the assimilation of tood, the re- 
volving of the latter in from about one 
to three minutes, in order to be com- 
pletely churned up to facilitate diges- 
tion, the expulsion of the soft particles 
of food into the intestines, the retention 
of the hard substances followed by 
“their expulsion, if not of toe great cali- 
ber, were in turn described. 

The muscular fibers producing the 
churning process and the propulsive 
power in ejecting the juice to precipi- 
tate digestion, were treated of in turn. 

Considerable attention was also de- 
voted to the wonderful structure of 
the mucous membrane, the depressions 
in whose surface resemble vaccine 
scars, —— open mouths, 1.400 of an 
inch in diameter. They are thickly 
placed, and are in close relation with 
the blood vessels, supylying the mate- 
rial by which the gastric juiee is elab- 
orated. How these glands form the 
juice, the speaker said, was extremely 
dificult to explain, but he made the 
comparison tothe growing and nutri- 
tion-drawing roots of plants, the blood 
in the glands furnishing the nutritive 
material. 
During the intervals of digestion the 
stomach is inactive and the membrane 
is covered with a translucent, viscid, 
alkali fluid, furnished by the goblet 
cells. Fright from a sudden shock ar- 
rests at times for hours the process of 
digestion; so does any depression ot the 
system. Fear, rage, excitement, stim- 
ulants, or the overloading of the stom- 
ach have the same effect, all of which 
te:.ches that we must when sitting 
down to the table be free from the de- 
ressing ibfluences of the mind over 
usiness or other matters, and appre- 
ciate the danger of depressed physical 
or mental conditions of every kind. 
Busy people, who are the ones to abuse 
their stomachs most by quick eatin 
and by having their minds weighte 
with the cares and troubles of business, 
are the first to complain. 

The daily secretion of gastric juice in 

the stomach is 14 pounds, which is 

passed off with the assimilated food, 

and the secretion is proportionate to 
the amount of food taken, but less 

when eating is observed too frequently, 
— overloading likewise delays diges- 
jon. 

The process of the transformation of 
foods in the stomach and their dissolu- 

tion into component parts to be ab- 

sorbed and serve the purpose of nutri- 
tion to the body were elabvrated upon, 
but the lecturer freely admitted that 
these chemical and physical changes 
were not yet thoroughly understood. 

The speaker inveighed against the use 
of condiments, highly seasoned articles 
of food and the pleasures or the table 
generally, asserting that the consump- 

tion ot plain. simple and wholesome 

viands, intelligently cooked and grace- 

fully served, are by far more conducive 

to good health an 
tween which and the stomach there is 
a close relation. 

The speaker also ridiculed the saying 
that to eat weil is to leave the table 
with the feeling that one could eat 
more. Ilis advice was to eat enough 
to satisfy the appetite, but not leave 
the table either hungry or feeling stout, 
heavy or uneasy. |
